FCC  Clarifies  Position  on 
’’Business  Communications” 

A  recent  story  in  the  W5YI  Report  has  createc 
some  comment  in  the  amateur  community.  The  storj 
-  which  the  editor  had  every  reason  to  believe  was 
accurate  -  was  to  the  effect  that  Private  Radic 
Bureau  Chief  Ralph  Haller  had  spoken  at  the  ARRL 
National  Convention  in  Saginaw,  Michigan  in  July 
about  revisions  to  FCC  Rules  Part  97.113  and  about 
negotiations  with  the  ARRL. 

These  discussions,  the  story  averred,  led  Hallei 
to  conclude  that  the  Amateur  Radio  Service  has 
"excess  capacity."  The  newsletter  took  that  reference 
to  mean  that  the  Service  has  more,  or  larger,  fre¬ 
quency  allocations  than  it  needs  in  order  to  dc 
routine  amateur-to-amateur  communications. 

Amateurs  could  put  that  excess  capacity  to  good 
use,  the  story  said,  after  revision  of  Part  97. 1 13,  by 
handling  messages  now  transmitted  on  crowded 
business,  industrial,  maritime  and  common  carrier 
frequencies.  This  conclusion  made  it  appear  that  the 
ARRL  wanted  amateurs  to  have  the  ability  to  legally 
do  communications  which  could  lead  to  commercial 
users  making  claims  on  our  frequency  allocations 
(by  inferring  that  amateurs  were  using  "excess" 
frequencies  for  such  work). 

ARRL  directors  and  other  ARRL  volunteers 
attending  the  FCC  Forum  at  the  National  Conventior 
heard  Haller  speak,  but  never  heard  the  phrase, 
"excess  capacity."  Why  not?  The  FCC  staff  drafi

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC  Form 
610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30  days 
before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit  walkins. 
Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy  of 
the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  25/  SASE  if  you  request  one  from 
the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can  also 
be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.25  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  new  requires  applicants  to  shew 
their  original  Amateur  license  to  the  VEC.  A  copy 
of  your  license  must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form 
610.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have  a  photo 
ID,  or  other  acceptable  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

You  don’t  need  a  license  to  buy  a  ham  radio 
transceiver.  Now  that  Radio  Shack  stores  are  car¬ 
rying  a  two-meter  handheld  in  addition  to  the  IO¬ 
meter  HTX-100  transceiver,  concerns  have  surfaced 
that  this  might  lead  to  an  increase  in  unlicensed, 
illegal  operation. 

This  topic  was  scheduled  to  be  addressed  in 
Radio  Shack’s  October  "Merchandising  Newsletter,” 
which  goes  to  every  Radio  Shack  store.  It  was 
written  by  Dave  Wolf,  W05H,  one  of  the  ap¬ 
proximately  2,000  licensed  amateurs  in  the  Tan¬ 
dy/Radio  Shack  organization.  In  brief,  the  article 
makes  the  following  points: 

•  Radio  Shack  has  a  firm  policy  on  the  sale  of 
any  product  for  an  illegal  purpose:  "If  someone 
comes  in  and  asks  for  a  couple  of  walkie-talkies  to 
keep  in  contact  around  their  warehouse,  do  not  sell 
them  two  HTX-202s." 

•  New  products  other  than  CB,  directly 
targeted  to  business  users,  are  in  the  works. 

•  You  need  a  Technician  or  higher  class 
license  to  transmit  on  the  two-meter  band;  Now 
You  ’re  Talking  is  just  the  book  to  get  someone  on 
their  way  (and  is  available  in  Radio  Shack  stores  - 
ed.). 

•  Showing  a  ham  license  is  NOT  required  to 
buy  a  HTX-202.  There  are  lots  of  legitimate  reasons 
why  a  non-ham  might  want  to  buy  one.  Store  per¬ 
sonnel  are  told,  "Qualify  the  customer.  Make  sure 
they  are  aware  that  the  unit  is  for  use  ONLY  for 
non-commercial  purposes  on  the  two-meter  amateur 
band;  that  a  ham  license  (Technician-class  or  higher) 
must  be  issued  and  possessed  before  any  transmis¬ 


sion  is  made;  that  ‘bootleggers’  are  most  unwelcome 
on  the  ham  bands  and  hams  actively  police  their 
frequencies. 

"We  DO  care  if  a  transceiver  is  knowingly  sold 
to  someone  who  intends  to  misuse  it  and  you  should 
too.  Those  of  us  most  directly  involved  with  the 
development  of  the  HTX-100  and  HTX-202  are 
licensed,  active  hams  who  do  not  condone  illegal 
operation." 

•  "Radio  Shack  has  done  far  more  than  any 
other  manufacturer  or  retailer,  by  placing  warnings 
that  one  must  have  a  ham  license  before  transmitting 
on  the  giftbox,  in  the  owner’s  manual,  in  all  adver¬ 
tising,  and  on  the  product  itself." 

•  "Several  times  a  year,  Data  Processing  mails 
to  your  store  the  names  of  your  local  ham  clubs  and 
how  to  get  in  touch  with  them.  This  information  is 
based  upon  a  computer  tape  we  receive  from  the 
ARRL  (American  Radio  Relay  League)  and  is 
organized  by  zip  code.  You  are  encouraged  to 
publicize  the  date,  time  and  place  of  your  local  ham 
club’s  meetings.  You  are  also  encouraged  to  pub¬ 
licize  ham  license  classes  in  your  community."

Arkansas  Amateurs  Help 
Find  Law  Enforcement 
Radio  Interference  Source 

On  September  14,  1991,  Hams  from  four 
counties  joined  forces  to  find  a  transmitter  which 
had  kept  the  Lawrence  County  Sheriff’s  office 
Hi-Band  repeater  off  the  air  for  days.  A  faulty 
"simplex  repeater"  unit  at  the  Strawberry  Fire 
Department’s  fire  station  had  kept  a  transmitter 
tuned  to  the  Sheriff’s  Department  frequency  keyed 
up  since  sometime  Thursday. 

When  Sheriff’s  office  officials  had  been  unable 
to  find  the  cause  of  the  problem  themselves,  it  was 
reported  that  they  had  called  in  the  FCC  and  sup¬ 
posedly  suspected  a  local  ham  was  the  cause  of  the 
interference.  The  ham  in  question  had  been  told  to 
come  to  the  Sheriff’s  office  Monday,  at  which  time 
the  FCC  would  be  there  to  investigate  the  problem. 

Around  6  p.m.  Saturday  night,  a  group  of  hams 
gathered  on  the  145.190  Sharp  County  Amateur 
Club  repeater  and  began  discussing  the  problem. 
Two  stations  were  able  to  receive  a  steady,  con¬ 
tinuous  signal  on  the  Sheriff’s  repeater’s  input 
frequency,  but  neither  had  directional  antennas. 
Calls  went  out  on  the  147.270  repeater  in  Batesville, 
on  the  146.790  repeater  in  Walnut  Ridge  and  on  the 
packet  radio  network  for  anyone  with  a  beam  anten¬ 
na  and  a  154  MHz  receiver  to  try  to  get  a  heading 
on  the  offending  signal.  By  8:30,  two  headings  had 
been  reported  on  the  signal  and  the  hunt  was  on! 

Three  hams  started  in  the  direction  of  the 
coordinates  determined  by  the  beam  headings,  and 
soon  the  previously  marginal  signal  began  shooting 
up  in  strength.  Up  to  this  point,  it  was  uncertain 
^whrther'lhe:  signal,  was  of  an  incidental  pature  or 
was,  as  it  turned  out  to  be,  a  tranmitter  that  was 
supposed  to  be  on  that  frequency  and  was  accidental¬ 
ly  being  keyed. 

Once  the  signal  was  strong  enough  to  hear 
properly,  one  ham  was  able  to  determine  that  the 
signal  was  tranmitting  a  PL  tone,  and  that  the  only 
tranmitters  that  should  be  in  that  area  would  be  at  a 
fire  station.  With  only  two  in  the  vicinity,  and  hams 
cohiing  at  the  signal  from  three  different  directions, 
it  wasn’t  long  until  the  offending  transmitter  was 
located. 

The  Sheriff  s  office  was  contacted,  and  a  local 
firefighter  was  located  to  unlock  the  fire  station.  The 
transmitter  was  turned  off  at  about  10  p.m.,  only 
four  hours  after  the  hams  first  heard  of  the  problem, 
and  less  than  two  hours  after  the  first  beam  heading 
was  reported  on  the  signal. 

Among  other  things,  this  incident  could  serve  as 
a  persuasive  argument  in  favor  of  Hams  being 
allowed  to  mount  radios  in  their  vehicles  that  are 
capable  of  receiving  public  service  transmissions.  A 
hunt  of  this  nature  would  not  have  been  possible  in 
some  states  because  of  restrictive  "scanner"  laws 
which  do  not  exempt  hams,  and  which  effectively 
outlaw  all  of  the  equipment  used  in  this  hunt. 

Hams  participating  included  KB5ECV,  KB5TI, 
K5TML,  KG5KS,  KB5KMN  and  WJ5W.  Thanks 
also  to  those  who  attempted  to  help  but  were  unable 
to  copy  the  signal  to  get  a  beam  heading,  and  to  all 
those  who  were  just  around  for  moral  support.

I  recently  discussed  with  Jim  running  my 
editorials  in  written  form  in  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals  (BSSS).  My  editorials  are  thought-provoking 
and  sometimes  controversial.  I  hope  you  enjoy  them. 
Please  let  me  know  what  you  think  about  them. 


Phone  Patches  and  the  Law 


Much  has  been  written  and  discussed  recently 
regarding  the  legality  of  autopatching  and  phone 
patching,  especially  in  light  of  the  BARF  rules 
violation  citations  handed  down  by  the  FCC.  This 
whole  controversy,  and  what  I’ve  heard  recently  on 
both  local  VHP  repeaters  and  HF  phone  patches,  is 
the  subject  of  this  month’s  editorial. 

Let  me  cite  a  couple  of  examples  of  what  I 
believe  are  illegal  uses  of  autopatch  and  phone  patch 
privileges.  Recently,  I  was  listening  to  a  local 
Chicago  2-meter  repeater  and  heard  some  auto¬ 
patches.  In  one  of  the  autopatches,  a  ham  called  his 
place  of  employment  and  picked  up  business-related 
messages.  No,  he  then  didn’t  proceed  to  call  any  of 
the  messages,  but  what  he  did  was  in  clear  violation 
of  FCC  rules.  In  another  autopatch,  a  husband  called 
his  wife  and  she  gave  him  a  long  list  of  name-brand 
items  to  buy  at  a  specific  department  store.  This, 
too,  seems  in  violation  of  FCC  rules.  In  both  cases, 
ham  radio  was  being  used  to  facilitate  directly  the 
affairs  of  a  business  and  to  avoid  a  toll  carrier  like 
the  local  phone  company. 

In  many  cases,  repeater  clubs  charge  a  different 
and  additional  membership  due  if  you  want  to  use 
what  they  entitle  "autopatch  privileges."  In  other 
words,  they’re  selling  you  the  facililty  to  make  tele¬ 
phone  calls  that  could,  in  many  cases,  be  made  by  a 
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From  tfco  volunteer  staff,  authors, 
columnists, caftoonists,photographers, 
and  all  the  other  fine  people  whose 
work  you  enjoy  each  month  here  in 
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pay  phone  or  cellular  phone. 

On  HF  we  have  a  completely  different,  but 
similar,  scenario  with  ships  at  sea  and  missionaries 
(affiliated  with  non-profit  religious  organizations)  in 
the  jungles  using  ham  radio  to  make  phone  patches. 
They  are  using  ham  radio  to  avoid  normal,  and  in 
most  cases,  expensive,  ship-to-shore  or  local  phone 
company  charges. 

Many  of  these  phone  patches  are  purely  personal 
and  unimportant  in  nature,  and  could  have  been 
made  using  the  normal  toll  carriers.  I’ve  often  heard 
the  argument  that  missionaries  are  in  remote  areas- 
several  hours  from,  in  many  cases,  unreliable 
phones.  Somehow,  this  is  supposed  to  make  it  legal. 
One  could  make  the  same  case  for  someone  living  in 
the  Nevada  desert,  I  suppose,  but  it  too  would  be  a 
specious  argument.  The  reality  is  that  someone  like 
this  has  chosen  to  move  into  such  a  remote  environ¬ 
ment  and  must  realize  that  ham  radio  was  not  de¬ 
signed  as  a  poor  man’s  phone  company. 

Why  is  this  important?  Because  it  sets  a  bad 
precedent.  If  a  missionary  and  religious  group  can 
do  it,  then  why  not  other  non-profit  groups,  such  as 
the  Red  Cross,  Salvation  Army,  United  Fund,  etc. 
The  possibilities  are  endless,  and  so  is  the  potential 
for  abuse  and  illegal  use  of  ham  radio. 

The  FCC  rules  are  very  clear  about  this  matter. 
Pages  13-15  and  13-16  of  the  latest  ARRL  FCC  Rule 
Book  spell  it  out. 

There  are  valid  and  legal  uses  for  autopatches  and 
phone  patches,  such  emergency  and  public  service 
use.  Bypassing  a  toll  carrier  or  using  ham  radio  to 
facilitate  the  normal  business  affairs  of  an  or¬ 
ganization  (profit  or  non-profit)  is  not. 

While  I  don’t  condone  the  jamming  of  maritime 
mobile  nets,  we,  as  responsible  hams,  must  encour¬ 
age  the  ARRL  and  FCC  to  take  a  stand  an  this 
issue.  The  ARRL  should  reiterate  what  is  a  legal  and 
illegal  phone  patch.  The  FCC  should  issue  rules 
violations  to  not  only  those  who  jam  nets  and  phone 
patches,  but  also  to  those  to  engage  in  making  illegal 
phone  patches  and  autopatches. 

If  we  don’t  self-police  this  aspect  of  our  amateur 
service,  it  will  continue  to  degrade  into  the  problems 
that  we’ve  seen  in  the  "Better  Amateur  Radio  Fed¬ 
eration"  (BARF)  situation.  This  could  cause  the  FCC 
to  ban  phone  patching  and  autopatching  completely. 
That  would  severly  limit  our  emergency  and  public 
service  capabilities.  Write  to  your  ARRL  Director 
and  Vice-Director  today  and  express  your  concerns.

Sm  and  Hear  the  Difference 
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Operation  Showshoe 

Winter  storm  snow  depth  reporting  was  implemented  in  the  early  70s, 
and  has  continued  pretty  much  as  a  Badger  Weather  Net  operation.  This  year, 
however,  the  National  Weather  Service  has  asked  us  to  expand  this  operation 
to  include  all  the  amateur  networks. 

Operation  Snowshoe  will  be  in  operation  whenever  a  snow  advisory, 
winter  storm  watch,  or  winter  storm  warning  is  issued  by  the  National 
Weather  Service. 

Snow  depth  data  is  used  to  verify  forecasts,  forecast  spring  runoff 
potential,  assist  in  statistical  analysis,  and  for  other  purposes.  For  good 
reason,  snow  depth  reports  should  be  received  at  Sullivan  within  six  hours 
after  measurement.  Measurements  should  be  taken  at  snowfall  end,  or  when 
snow  has  diminished  to  flurries. 

For  this  reason,  depending  on  snow  duration  and  end  of  snowfall,  most, 
if  not  all,  Wisconsin  nets  will  be  involved,  including  VHF  and  packet. 

Measurement  Procedure 

Drifting  affects  measurement  accuracy.  Therefore,  the  Weather  Service  asks 
that  we  follow  their  recommended  procedures: 

A.  Measurements  should  be  taken  in  at  least  three,  and  preferably  five  or 
six  locations  at  least  15  feet  apart,  and  the  readings  averaged. 

B.  Attempt  to  use  locations  where  drifting  is  minimal. 

C.  Measurements  are  taken  when  snowfall  has  diminshed  to  flurries. 

D.  In  some  cases,  where  snow  is  heavy  and  wet,  or  is  preceded  (or 
followed)  by  rain  or  freezing  rain,  the  report  can  so  indicate,  and  how 
much  of  the  snow  depth  is  slush,  if  any. 

E.  As  snow  accumulates  with  succeeding  snowfall,  only  the  new  snow  is 
measured. 

F.  When  a  winter  storm  is  accompanied  by  high  winds  during  and  after, 
actual  snowfall  is  difficult  to  measure.  In  this  event,  the  word 
"estimated"  should  be  used. 

Reporting  Procedure 

An  abbreviated  message  format  is  used  to  expedite  transmittal,  and  to  permit 
tabulation  by  data  collecting  stations: 

A.  Call  sign  of  reporting  station. 

B.  Location. 

C.  Time  and  date  of  measurement. 

D.  Actual  snow  depth,  with  any  supplemental  data. 

Collection,  Routing,  and  Delivery 

A.  Operation  Snowshoe  can  utilize  the  traffic  nets,  VHF  local  and  wide-area 
repeaters,  and  packet,  to  good  advantage. 

B.  The  key  to  effective  data  collection  is  a  number  of  collection  and 
tabulation  stations.  This  avoids  high  traffic  volume  directed  at  Sullivan; 
only  summaries  will  be  sent  to  them. 

C.  Tabulation  stations  set  up  a  four-column  tabulation  to  record  the  data  in 
2  above. 

D.  Data  collection  stations  can  forward  tabulated  reports  via  WNA  traffic 
nets,  wide-area  VHF  repeaters,  or  packet.  There  will  be  a  full-time 
packet  station  at  the  National  Weather  Service  Office  at  Sullivan,  with 
a  hard-copy  printer,  for  either  individual  or  tabulated  reports.  The 
Badger  Weather  Net  may  use  its  normal  delivery  methods  or  packet, 
whichever  seems  best. 

E.  "Lake  effect"  snowfall  can  be  significant,  even  with  no  major  weather 
system  occurence.  In  this  event,  Weather  Service  will  advise.

From  the  Editor 

Regular  readers  of  this  newspaper  know  that 
we  frequently  ask  (beg)  for  photos  to  publish. 
We  have  good  news  and  bad  news.  We’re  get¬ 
ting  them  is  the  good  news;  the  bad  news  is  that 
at  least  50%  are  not  useable.  Here  are  some  of 
the  reasons  we  must  leave  some  of  the  photos 
out: 

•  They  are  out  of  focus. 

•  They  are  of  backs  of  heads,  not  faces. 

•  They  are  not  properly  lighted 
(underexposed  or  overexposed). 

•  No  names  or  call  signs  are  included. 

•  They  are  shot  from  so  far  away  that, 
when  enlarged  during  halftoning,  they  lose  too 
much  sharpness. 

•  They  (especially  group  pictures  taken 
indoors)  are  taken  against  a  shiny  background 
that  produces  a  big  white  spot,  which  makes  the 
subjects  hard  to  see. 

•  They  tell  no  story  whatsoever. 

One  of  the  kind  people  who  helps  us  with 
production,  and  who  has  been  a  newspaper 
photographer  in  the  past,  has  indicated  his 
willingness  to  write  a  story  for  BSSS  which  will, 
hopefully,  help  our  readers  to  take  photos  which 
will  be  of  printable  quality.  We  do  not  expect 
studio-quality  pictures,  of  course;  for  most  of  us, 
photography  is  just  another  hobby.  But,  the 
article  should  help  our  readers  to  take  better 
pictures  and,  as  a  result,  we  hope  to  see  more 
photos  in  this  newspaper. 

It  is  important  to  tell  you  that  you  do  not 
need  a  $500.00  camera  to  take  good,  printable 
photos!  Look  at  the  pictures  of  Field  Day  oper¬ 
ations  we  ran  a  few  months  ago.  The  pix  of  the 
West  Allis  Radio  Amateur  Club’s  operation  were 
taken  with  an  inexpensive,  zone-focus  Ansco 
camera  on  color  film.  You  do  not  need  a  mega¬ 
buck  camera  to  get  good  pictures.  You  do  need 
to  pay  attention  to  a  few  basic,  but  essential, 
details. 

We  can  use  either  black  and  white  or  color 
glossy  photos  -  if  they  are  properly  processed! 
Finding  decent  black  and  white  processing  seems 
to  be  difficult,  and  even  some  color  labs  don’t 
appear  to  pay  much  attention  to  print  quality. 

There  is  a  very  good  black  and  white  pro¬ 
cessor  in  Madison,  but  they  don’t  work  cheap.  It 
is  Acme  Photofmishing.  Acme  processed  the 
photos  we  took  at  the  Madison  Swapfest  in 
April,  as  well  as  the  photos  of  the  Yellow  Thun¬ 
der  Amateur  Radio  Club’s  Field  Day  activity. 
Photos  from  both  events  were  published  here  in 
BSSS.  This  is  not  necessarily  a  "free  ad"  for 
Acme,  but  to  let  you  know  that  there  are  good 
processors  around. 

Watch  for  the  how-to  story  in  a  future  issue. 
We  hope  it  will  result  in  better  -  and  more  - 
photos  here  in  Badger  State  Smoke  Signals!

How  Time  Changes  Things! 

13  October  1991 

Dear  Jim: 

I  have  put  this  off  for  some  time,  but  finally 
decided  that  I  can’t  help  but  write  you  about  the 
article  in  the  September  1991  issue  of  BSSS.  Been 
getting  a  little  kidding  about  it.  It  is  the  first  time  I 
can  ever  remember  anyone  in  Wisconsin  calling  me 
"Bob." 

First  of  all,  as  a  youth  I  never  met  Harry, 
W80QY  (in  fact,  I  have  not  met  him  to  this  day, 
and  have  never  been  in  Whitehall).  My  closest 
contact  with  him  was  when  we  lived  across  the  street 
from  each  other  in  Spring  Lake,  Michigan,  and  one 
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day  noticed  his  600-ohm  feed  line  going  up  the  side 
of  the  house.  Not  knowing  what  it  was  at  the  time, 
a  friend  of  mine  told  me,  "He  monkeys  around  with 
short  wave  radio." 

My  father’s  job  as  a  railroad  agent/telegrapher 
moved  us  many  times  and,  in  1941,  we  were  in 
Sparta,  Michigan.  After  first  learning  Morse  teleg¬ 
raphy,  I  became  interested  in  radio  and,  after  mas¬ 
tering  International  Morse,  passed  the  test  and  was 
issued  the  call  W8WEP  with  the  name  Robert. 

I  was  known  as  Bob  in  Michigan  prior  to  WW 
II,  but  when  I  got  a  copy  of  my  birth  certificate  I 
found  I  was  recorded  as  "R  Stephen  Bellgraph  (no 
period  after  the  R).  Since  1941,  I  have  been  known 
as  Steve. 

After  the  war,  I  moved  to  Racine,  Wisconsin  and 
(as  required  then)  finally  applied  for  a  9  call,  and 
got  W90QY. 

Some  time  around  1970,  friends  told  me  that 
there  was  a  W80QY  on  80  phone,  so  I  kept  looking 
for  him.  About  a  year  later,  while  operating  portable 
at  my  in-laws’  cottage,  I  finally  heard  him  talking  to 
someone,  as  I  remember,  in  Indiana.  I  broke  in  to 
let  him  know  I  was  around.  This  is  when  I  learned 
that  we  had  both  lived  in  Spring  Lake  across  the 
street  from  each  other,  and  that  our  fathers  had  been 
good  friends. 

After  a  long  contact,  which  covered  everything 
we  remembered  about  Spring  Lake  and  all  the 
people  we  remembered,  almost  ignoring  the  other 
station,  he  finally  came  in  to  let  us  know  that  he  had 
found  our  contact  so  interesting  that  he  had  called 
his  XYL  to  hear  what  was  going  on. 

It’s  interesting  how  stories  change  with  the 
telling. 

Some  time  later,  I  heard  Harry  on  the  Wisconsin 
phone  net,  looking  for  a  phone  patch  to  his  daughter 
in  Racine,  his  son-in-law  at  that  time  being  in  the 
Coast  Guard  in  Racine. 

Since  I  did  not  have  an  operating  phone  patch  at 
that  time,  I  held  off  checking  in,  but  when  I  finally 
checked  in  as  W90QY  in  Racine,  you  should  have 
heard  the  NCS’  confusion. 

Since  this  time,  I  have  become  K9ZL.

Shuttle  Astronauts  Add 

Two  to  Ranks  of  Amateur  Radio 

Two  more  NASA  Shuttle  astronauts  have  passed 
their  amateur  exams.  Brian  Duffy  and  David  Leest- 
ma,  both  scheduled  to  fly  STS-45  in  March,  1992, 
have  passed  the  Technician/Morse  exams  and  await 
call  signs.  As  in  the  past,  organizers  of  the  Shuttle 
Amateur  Radio  Experiment  (SAREX)  will  ask  for 
FCC  waivers  to  allow  the  pair  to  operate  from  space 
(FCC  rules  allow  "space  operation"  only  by  Extra 
class  amateurs). 

Flight  STS-45  will  fly  a  high  inclination  orbit, 
as  did  the  pioneer  Amateur  Radio  shuttles  of  Owen 
Garriott  (W5LFL)  and  Tony  England  (W0ORE),  and 
so  will  be  more  accessible  to  amateurs  outside  the 
tropics.  As  a  result  of  the  increased  coverage  al¬ 
lowed  by  these  orbits,  some  general  operating  is 


hoped  for.  Some  contacts  with  schools  also  are 
planned,  and  details  will  be  available  as  the  launch 
date  approaches. 

Farther  in  the  future,  several  more  ham-astro¬ 
nauts  are  tentatively  scheduled  to  fly  again.  They 
are:  Jay  Apt,  N5QWL  (Sept.  ’92);  Jerry  Ross, 
N5SCW  (March  ’93);  Linda  Godwin,  N5RAX 
(Oct.’93;  and  Ron  Parise,  WA4SIR  (Sept. ’94).

that  form)  was  released  to  persons  in  the  private  sector  without  Haller’s 
knowledge.  He  had  edited  the  speech  draft  extensively  before  using  it,  precisely 
because  of  the  inaccuracy  of  the  draft  relative  to  the  spectrum  issue. 

Still  concerned  about  misinterpretation,  Haller  on  October  16  indicated  tc 
the  League  that  while  the  staff  draft  of  his  speech  did  include  reference  to  excess 
capacity,  he  was  sensitive  to  the  fact  that  the  term  might  be  misinterpreted  and 
he  believes  he  edited  out  the  term.  He  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  term  is  a 
standard  term  of  art  in  the  Bureau  and  he  might  have  used  it  at  some  point, 
perhaps  even  in  response  to  a  question.  The  term,  as  used  by  the  Bureau,  does 
not  refer  to  an  amount  of  spectrum;  rather,  it  refers  to  channel  capacity.  He  gave 
the  example  of  a  repeater  that  during  drive  time  might  not  support  other  uses,  but 
that  could  be  used  to  support  a  parade  at  mid-day.  He  also  indicated  that  he 
rarely  follows  the  printed  text  of  a  draft  speech  and  did  not  in  this  case.  The 
draft  speech  that  was  released  by  a  staff  member  was  just  that  -  a  draft. 

There  have  been  discussions  about  amateur  "business"  communications  -  the 
amateur  community  wants  to  be  of  service  to  its  neighbors,  and  Haller  has 
recently  told  League  officials  that  there  is  good  reason  for  increased  public 
service  communications  which  would  not  adversely  affect  the  service. 

Furthermore,  a  continuous  stream  of  questions  from  amateurs  to  the  Private 
Radio  Bureau  of  the  FCC  continues  to  probe  the  limits  of  permissible  com¬ 
munications  in  the  Amateur  Service.  These  questions  indicate  a  lack  of  clarity  in 
the  rules;  which  FCC  would  like  to  clear  up,  if  possible. 

For  the  most  part,  the  questions  involve  either  nonemergency  public  service 
or  personal  affairs  in  which  a  business  entity  is  somehow  involved  (e.g.,  ordering 
a  tow  truck  for  a  disabled  motorist  or  the  over-publicized  "ordering  a  pizza"). 

While  there  may  not  have  been  more  of  these  questions  this  year,  there  has 
been  more  publicity  -  and  hence  more  awareness  -  about  such  questions.  For 
example: 

•  The  "900  number"  incident  in  which  packet  bulletin  board  operators  were 
cited  for  allowing  a  message  urging  use  of  such  a  number  to  proceed  through 
their  BBS; 

•  The  Iditerod  race  in  Alaska  with  consequent  discussions  about  checkpoint 
reporting,  ordering  dog  food,  and  so  on; 

•  Messages  to  an  ARRL  volunteer  section  manager,  some  portion  of  which 
might  eventually  appear  in  QST. 

The  ARRL,  in  discussing  these  matters  with  the  Private  Radio  Bureau, 
found  there  was  a  mutual  agreement  on  two  key  points: 

1)  That  strong  rules  against  business  messages  in  the  Amateur  Service 
remain  necessary  to  prevent  exploitation  of  the  service  for  nonamateur  purposes; 

2)  At  the  same  time,  it  is  apparent  that  the  rules  being  applied  might  be 
more  strict  than  necessary.  This  has  led  to  exchanges  of  proposed  texts  which 
might  permit  more  flexibility  in  public  service  and  in  personal  communication, 
while  still  prohibiting  business  communication  as  such,  such  as: 

•  Communications  for  hire; 

•  Any  communications  in  which  the  control  operator  had  an  interest; 

•  Communications  for  one’s  employer  or  one’s  own  business  -  which 
would  be  strongly  and  specifically  prohibited. 

At  the  ARRL  National  Convention,  PRB  Chief  Haller,  by  choosing  Section 
97.113  as  his  topic,  opened  the  discussion  of  possible  changes  in  these  rules  to 
the  whole  community,  a  desirable  step  on  the  way  to  any  possible  rulemaking. 

What  comes  next?  If  there  is  to  be  any  rulemaking  to  liberalize  amateur 
public  service  communication,  it  will  have  to  be  the  subject  of  a  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rule  Making  (NPRM)  in  accordance  with  the  Administrative  Procedure 
Act,  which  requires  "Notice  and  Comment."  All  interested  parties  would  have 
opportunity  to  submit  their  views  during  the  process,  and  the  League’s  ultimate 
position  will  take  into  consideration  the  views  of  its  members.
